One of th e six w as killed outright, 
a n o th e r died at 4 o’.clock in th e m o rn ­ 
ing, a th ird giving the n am e of Miller, 
now lies here severely w ounded, and 
th e other th ree h ave not been heard 
from . T he tra in w as delayed not m ore , 
t h ; . t en m inutes a n d reached C h a t­ 
tan o o g a a t 8 o’clock a. rn. on time. 
T he reason fo r this su m m a ry disposal 
of a body of tra in robbers is found in 
the fa ct th a t som e tidings of th eir p u r­ 
pose h a d been given to th e express 
authorities, an d Mr. T. R. Griffin, w ho 
serves a s a su p e rin te n d e n t of police 
on th e S o u th ern road, h ad w ith him 
tw o tru s ty assista n ts. 
T he tra in h a d ju s t reached the south 
end of tu n n el No. 9. w hich is a mile 
n o rth of G reenw ood, w hen th e robbers 
.signaled it to stop. T hey had scarcely 
disclosed th e ir purpose w hen Mr. Griffin 
a n d his a s s is ta n ts on th e tra in began 
offensive o p eratio n s a n d in ten m inutes 
th re e of th e rob b ers h a d b itte n the 
d u st, th e o th e r th ree h a d flown and 
th e tra in w a s speeding on its w ay. N ot 
a single in ju ry w a s suffered by an y 
one on th e train . T h e tre a su re in care 
of th e A dam s E x p re ss co m p an y ’s m es­ 
sen g er w a s entirely safe.

th e gov ern m en t for $2,362,000 paid Jan . 
16 last in the redem ption of its bonds 
lent the com pany in 1865, an d th a t the 
sinking fund m ay also be applied to the 
p ay m en t of the balance of the in terest 
due on these bonds, a m o u n tin g to $3,398,- 
122. 
In this sinking fund are bonds 
a m o u n tin g to $5,561,000, which, when 
sold, will increase the av ailab le cash in 
the tre a su ry by th a t am o u n t plus a 
considerable prem ium which will u n ­ 
doubtedly be realized.

As the Louvre 
is the resort of m any Spanish officers, 
from w’hom the rum or gained circula­ 
tion in H a v a n a , it is generally credited. 
No new s of the b attle can be gained 
th ro u g h new spapers. 
C onscription of ( ’ub an s for m ilitary 
d u ty is being advocated by the Spanish 
officers in H a v a n a and it 
is believed 
th a t such a move will soon be made. 
A bout tw enty-five young men h ave a r ­ 
rived here from H a v a n a , an ticip atin g 
such a m ovem ent. 
T heir p aren t? are 
anxious to have them escape such u n ­ 
welcome service. Some of file boys say 
they hope to m ake their w ay into the 
C uban lines from this country, but they 
h ave no desire to bear arm s for Spain.

Europe. 
I t is dated Rome, M arch 11 
and says: 
“ I am w riting this letter on a table 
in a very rocky 
Italian restau ran t 
w here I have ju st eaten dinner. 
I use 
th e restau ran t for a w aiting room, I 
m ay explain, because my bedroom is 
being used to 6tore cold 
air in, in 
preparation for a long, hot summer. 
W hen the w eather is a t all w intry 
here, Am ericans get much th e w orst 
of it. 
T here has not been a fire here 
since Mr. Nero lived here. 
I have 
changed my m ind about Nero since I 
cam e here. 
I would fiddle m yself if I 
could see a fire tonight. 
I have seen more things since I left 
G ibralter th an you 
can throw stones 
a t. 
We had a week in Spain— im­ 
m ensely interesting too. 
Saw Gib* 
ratter, Algearas, Ronda, Bobadilla and 
G ranada, w ent in raptures over the 
A lham bra as all dutiful tourists are 
expected to, and got back in tim e for 
th e n ex t Germ an Lloyd boat. 
Spain 
is drow sing along, about fifty years 
behind the tim es. E verything is slow 
and m ost everything is old. 
Going to 
G ranada the train w as stopped by 
some mud th a t had w ashed down on 
th e track and covered about forty 
feet of th e rails. 
In America a gang 
of section men would have had trains 
ru n n in g in tw o hours. 
Here 
they 
have been a t it six weeks and passen­ 
g ers are likely to w alk around the 
sam e mud heap for another six weeks 
before a path is cleared. 
ests an d Soldiers P len ty . 
P riests and soldiers are th e most 
num erous class in all the countries I 
have struck so far—excepting, of 
course, beggars. 
Sunday afternoon I 
counted thirty-eight priests in one 
block in Naples. 
Tw elve sisters of 
m ercy and tw enty or th irty children 
in th e uniform of a Catholic school 
w ere scattered along th e sidew alk in 
th e same block. 
I t w asn't a proces­ 
sion—they w ere out for a Sunday 
afternoon stroll in groups of th ree or 
four and happened to bunch rig h t 
there. 
As for soldiers, tw o travel in 
every train in southern Spain and 
stand around to inspect th e passen­ 
g e r who get on and off, 
w hile in 
Spain or Italy , you 
can’t throw 
atone in th e street but some m an in a 
ru sty uniform is bit. 
G ibraltar, of 
course,is th e w orst of all, for civilians 
are the exception rath er th a n th e ru le 
there. 
If I should sta rt rig h t home tod 
I would feel as if 
my trip had more 
th a n paid for itself. 
T here has not 
been a thing to m ar it, and interesting 
th in g s have bobbed up in every corner 
aside from and in addition to the 
•‘stock sig h ts /’ 
In N aples a stran g er 
can stand on th e street corner and 
keep on a continual broad grin e t the 
funny b its of life he sees. 
And the 
people th a t live in these parts have 
th e ir fun, too. 
If any of them saw 
m e riding up M ount Vesuvius on h r e- 
back. they 
m ust be laughing yet. 
A fter the experience I had on th a t 
clim b I have lost all respect for horses 
th a t can’t gallup up th ree Hight of 
Btairs and then shin down th e lig h t­ 
nin g rod. 
I f s been th irteen years 
since I rode a horse b u t th e w ay I 
hu n g on would m ake a circus rider 
green w ith envy. 
T he road up the 
m ountain is a sort of goat track in

gullies 
fu ll of broken 
stone, 
and great 
stretches of shattered lava. 
It looked 
to me as if a horse would do well to 
w alk and keep his footing b u t the 
g rad u ate of the Central Italy Insane 
Asylum who w as my guide kept gal­ 
loping his ringboned steed up behind 
m ine and pounding my horse w ith a 
stirru p leather. 
Every tim e th is hap­ 
pened it seemed as if there had been 
s n eruption and earth quake com ­ 
bined. 
T h a t horse w ould stick both 
hind legs stra ig h t up in th e air, then 
lig h t and s ta rt off on a dead ru n over 
th e cliffs, chasam s and scrap 
heaps 
ahead.

I got up in safety and w h at sur­ 
prised me a g reat deal more I got back 
a ll rig h t too. 
I fully expected, w hen 
th e horse started to gallup back from 
th e top th a t I should be kicked off and 
roll, bounce aud slide on my head to 
th e little village on th e plain below. 
W hen I trot up the next m orning and 


found how 
lam e I 
was, I alm ost 
wished I had. 
If anybody asks you, you can tell 
them th a t Naples is all th a t it has 
been painted—only the beauty seems 
to me,"to lie in th e bay and the m oun­ 
tains lining it, ra th e r th a n in the 
tow n. 
As for Rome, I haven’t been 
bere long enough 
yet to tell much 
about it.

H E W O RD GHOST 
which 
means.

degraded in 
common 
parlance. 
We talk of ghosts 
as 
baleful 
and 
frightful, and in a 
frivolous or super- 
^ 
stitious way. 
But 
m ytext speaks of a 
Ghost who is om ni­ 
potent, and Divine, 
and everywhere present; and ninety- 
one times in the New T estam ent called 
the Holy Ghost. 
The only time I ever 
heard this text preached from was in 
the opening days of m y m inistry, w’hen 
a glorious old Scotch m inister came up 
to help my village church. On the day 
of my ordination and installation, he 
said: 
“If you get into the corner of a 
S atu rd ay night without enough sermons 
for Sunday, send for me, and I will 
come and preach for you." 
The fact 
ought to be known th at the first three 
years of a pastor's life are appallingl> 
arduous. 
No other profession makes 
the twentieth part of the demand on 
a young man. If :» secular speaker pre­ 
pares one or two speeches for a poiticlal 
campaign, it is considered arduous, 
lf 
a lecturer prepares one lecture for a 
year, he is thought to have done well. 
B ut a young pastor has two sermons to 
deliver every Sabbath, before the same 
audience, besides all his other work, 
an d the m ost of m inisters never recover 
from the awful nervous strain of the 
first three years. Be sym pathetic with 
all young ministers, and withhold your 
criticisms. 
A Farew ell Sermon. 
My aged Scotch friend responded to 
m y first call, and came and preached 
from the text I now* announce. 
I re­ 
m em ber nothing but the text. 
It was 
the last sermon he ever preached. 
On 
th e following Saturday, he w as called 
to his heavenly reward. B ut I rem em ­ 
ber ju st how he appeared as, leaning 
over the pulpit, he looked into the face 
of the audience, and with earnestness, 
and pathos, and electric force, asked 
them , in the words of my text, “Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost?" The of­ 
fice of this present discourse is to open 
a door, to unveil a Personage, to intro­ 
duce a Force, not sufficiently recog­ 
nized. 
He is as great as God. 
He is 
God. 
The second verse of the first 
ch ap ter of the Bible introduces him. 
Genesis i: 2, “The Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters." T h at is. 
a s an albatross or eagle spreads her 
wings over her young, and w arm s them 
into life, and teaches them to fly; so the 
E tern al Spirit spread his great, broad, 
rad ia n t wings over this earth in its cal­ 
low: and unfledged state, and warmed 
it into life, and fluttered over it. and 
set it winging its way through im m ens­ 
ity. 
It is the tip-top of all beautiful, 
and sublime suggestivenesss. Can you 
not almost see the outspread 
wrings 
over the nest of young worlds? 
The 
Spirit of God moved upon the face of 
th e waters." 
Another 
appearance 
of 
the 
Holy 
Ghost was a t Jerusalem , during a great 
feast. 
Strangers speaking seventeen 
different languages wrere present from 
m an y p arts of the world. 
B u t in one 
house they heard w hat seemed like the 
coml n g of a cyclone or hurricane. I t made 
the trees bend, and the houses quake. 
The cry was, “W h at is th a t? ” And then 
a forked flame of fire tipped each fore­ 
head; and w hat with the blast qft wind 
and the dropping fire. a panic took 
place, until P eter explained it w as 
neither cyclone nor conflagration, 
th e brilliance, and anointing, and bap­ 
tism al power of the Holy Ghost. T h at 
scene w as partially repeated in a forest 
when Rev. John E aston was preaching. 
There w as the sound of a rushing, 
m ighty wind, and the people looked to 
the sky to see if there were any signs 
of a storm, bu t it was a clear sky; yet 
th e sound of the wind was so great 
th a t horses, frightened, broke loose 
from their fastenings, and the whole 
assem bly felt th a t the sound was super­ 
n a tu ra l and Pentecostal. Oh, w hat an 
infinite, and alm ighty, and glorious P er­ 
sonage is the Holy Ghost. He brooded 
this planet into life. and now 
th at 
through sin it h as become a dead world. 
he will brood it the second time into 
life. Perilous attem p t would be a com­ 
parison between the three J50/*3®1)* of 
th e Godhead. They are equal, bu t there 
is some consideration which attaches 
itself to the Third Person of the Trinity. 
the Holy Ghost, th a t does not attach 
itself to either God the F a th e r or God 
th e Son. 
W e m ay 
grieve God 
the 
F a th e r and grieve God the Son, and be 
forgiven, but we are directly told th a t 
there is a sin against the Holy Ghost 
which shall never be forgiven, either 
in this world or the world to come. And 
it is wonderful that while on the streets 
you hear the name of God and Jesus 
Christ used in profanity, 
you 
never 
hear the words. Holy Ghost. This horn 
I speak of the Holy Ghost as Bibical 
interpreter, as a hum an reconstructor, 
as a solace for the broken-hearted, as 
a preacher’s reinforcement. 


H o ly Gho*t. an d th e liib ie . 
The Bible is a mass of contradictions. 
an affirmation of impossibilities, unless 
the Holy Ghost helps us to understand 
it. 
Tho Bible says of itself, th at the 
Scripture is not 
for 
“private 
inter­ 
pretation.” but “holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost;" 
th a t is. not private interpretation but 
Holy Ghost interpretation 
Pile on your 
study table all the commentaries of the 
Bible—-Matthew Henry, and Scott, and 
Adam Clarke, and Albert Barnes, and 
Bush, and Alexander; and all the arch ­ 
aeologies. and all the Bible dictionaries. 
and all the maps of Palestine, and all 
th e 
International 
Series of 
Sunday 
School Lessons; and if th at is all, you 
will not understand the deeper and 
grander meanings of the Bible so well 
as th at Christian mountaineer, 
who. 
Sunday morning, after having shaken 
down the fodder for the cattle, comes 
into his cabin, takes up his well-worn 
Bible, and with a prayer th at stirs the 
heavens, asks for the Holy Ghost to u n ­ 
fold the Book. 
No more unreasonable 
would I be if I should take up the 
Novoe Vrem ya of St. Petersburg, all 
printed in Russian, and say, “There is 
no sense in this newspaper, for I cannot 
understand one line of all its columns.' 
than tor tiny uihu to take up lite iAv»c, 


and, without getting Holy Ghost illum­ 
ination as to its meaning, say, “This 
Book insults my common sense. I can­ 
not understand it. 
Away with the in­ 
congruity!” 
No 
one but 
the 
Holy 
Ghost, who inspired the Scriptures, can 
explain the Scriptures. 
Fully realize 
that, and you will be as enthusiastic a 
lover of the old Book as my venerable 
friend who told me in Philadelphia last 
week th a t he was reading the Bible 
through the fifty-ninth time, and it be­ 
came 
more 
attractive and 
thrilling 
every time he went through it. In the 
saddle-bags thgt hung across my horses 
back as I rode from Jerusalem down to 
the Dead sea. and up to Damascus, I 
had all the books about Palestine that 
I could carry; but m any a man on his 
knees in the privacy of his own room, 
has had flashed upon him more vivid 
appreciation of the Word of God than 
kmany a m an who has visited all the 
scenes of Christ’s birth, and P au l’s elo­ 
quence. and P eter’s imprisonment, and 
Joshua’s prowess, and Elijah’s ascen­ 
sion. 
I do not depreciate any of the 
helps for Bible study, but I do say th at 
they all together come infinitely short 
without a direct communication from 
the throne of God in response to prayer­ 
ful solicitation. 
We m ay find 
m any 
interesting things about the Bible w ith­ 
out especial illumination, as how m any 
horses Solomon had in his stables, or 
how long was N oah’s ark, or W’ho wras 
the only woman whose full name is given 
in the Scriptures, or which is the middle 
verse of the Bible, and all th at will do 
you no more good than to be able to tell 
how many bean poles there are in your 
neighbor’s garden. 
The learned E arl 
of Chatham heard the famous Mr. Ce­ 
cil preach about the Holy Ghost, and 
said to a friend on the way home from 
church. “I could not understand it; and 
do you suppose anybody understood 
it?" 
“Oh, yes,” said 
his Christian 
friend, “thare were uneducated women 
and some little children present who 
understood it.” I w arran t you th a t the 
English soldier had under supernal in­ 
fluence read the Book, for after the 
battle of Inkerm ann was over he was 
found dead with his hand glued to the 
page of the open Bibio by his own blood, 
and the words adhered to his hands as 
they buried him: 
“I am the Resurrec­ 
tion and the Life, he th at believeth in 
me, though dead yet shall he live.” 
A h a H u m a n R econ ut rn cto r. 
Next consider the Holy Ghost as a 
^ hum an 
reconstructor. 
We m ust 
be 
J m ade over again. 
Christ and 
Nico- 
1 demus talked about it. 
Theologians 
I call it Regeneration. I do not care w’hat 


J you call it, but we have to be recon­ 
structed by the Holy Ghost. 
We be- 
| come new creAtures. hating w hat 
we 
! once loved, and loving what we once 
hated. If sin were a luxury, it m ust be- 


j come new creatures, hating w hat we 
associations, we m ust prefer good a s ­ 
sociations. 
In most coses it is such a 
complete, change that the 
world 
no­ 
tices the difference, and begins to ask. 
"W hat has come over that m an?" Whom 
has he been with? W hat has so affected 
him? 
W hat has ransacked his entire 
n ature? 
W hat has turned him square 
about?” 
Take two pictures of Paul, 
one on the road to Damascus to kill th<» 
disciples of Christ: the other on the 
road tq Ostia to die for Christ. 
Come 
nearer home, and look at the m an who 
found his chief delight in a low class of 
club-rooms, 
hiccoughing 
around 
the 
card-table, and then stum bling down 
the front steps after m idnight and sta g ­ 
gering homeward; and th at same man. 
one week afterw ard, with his family 
on the way to a prayer-meeting. W hat 
has done it? It m ust be something tre ­ 
mendous. It m ust he God. 
It must be 
the Holy Ghost. 
The Holy Ghost comfort, I think, gen­ 
erally comes in the shape of a soliloquy. 
You find yourself saying to yourself, 
Well, I ought not to go on this way 
about my m other’s death. She had suf­ 
fered enough. She had borne other Peo­ 
ple’s burdens long enough. I am glad 
that father and m other are together in 
heaven, and they will be w aiting to 
greet us, and it will be only a little 
while, anyhow, and God makes no mis­ 
takes;" or you soliloquize, saying, “It 
is hard to lose my property. I am sure 
I worked hard enough for it. But God 
will take care of us, and as to the chil­ 
dren, the money might have 
spoiled 
them, and we find th at those who have 
tu rn out best, and it will all be well if 
this upsetting of our worldly resources 
leads us to lay up treasures in heaven." 
Or you soliloquize, saying, “It was hard 
to give up th at boy when the Lord took 
him. 
I expected great things of him, 
and, oh, how we miss him out of the 
house, and there are so m any things 
I come across th at make one think of 
him, and he was such a splendid fellow; 
but then what an escape he has m ade 
from 
the 
tem ptations 
and 
sorrow's 
which come to all who grow up, and it 
is a grand thing to have him safe from 
all possible harm, and there are all 
those Bible promises for parents who 
have lost children, a.id we shall feel a 
draw ing heavenw ard th at we could not 
have otherwise experienced.” And after 
you have said th at you get th at relief 
which comes from an outburst of tears. 
I do not say to you, as some say, do 
not cry. 
God pity people in trouble 
who have the parched eye-ball, and the 
dry eye-lid, and can not shed a tear. 
T hat makes maniacs. To God’s people 
tears are the dews of the night dashed 
with sunrise. I am so glad you can 
"weep. But you think these things you 
say to yourself are only soliloquies. 
No, no. They are the Comforter, wrho is 
tile Holy Ghost. 
T h e L i g h t o f H ea v en . 
Tn 18.77 the electric telegraph 
bore 
strange messages. One of them read. 
“My dear parents will rejoice to hear 
th at I have found peace with God.” 
Another read: "Dear mother, the work 
continues, and I, too, have been con­ 
verted.” Another read: “At last, faith 
I and peace." In Vermont 
a 
religious 
meeting was singing the hymn, “W ait­ 
ing and W atching for Me." The song 
rolled out on the night air, and a m an 
halted and said, “I wonder if there 
will be any one w aiting and watching 
for me?" It started him heavenward. 
W hat was It? The 
Holy 
Ghost. In 
that 
1857. 
Jay n es’ hall, Philadelphia, 
and Fulton street prayer-meeting, New 
York, telegraphed each other the num ­ 
ber of souls saved, and the rising of the 
devotional 
tides. 
Noon-day 
prayer- 
meetings wore held in all the cities. 
Ships came into harbor, captain and all 
the sailors saved on th at voyage. Po­ 
lice and fire departm ents met in their 
rooms for divine worship. 
At Albany, 
the legislature of the state of New York 
assembled in the rooms of the Court of 
Appeals for religious services. Con­ 
gressional union prayer-m eeting was 
opened at Washington. 
From whence 
came the power? From the Holy Ghost. 
That power shook 
New 
York. T h at 
power 
shook 
America. 
T hat 
power 


shook the A tlantic ocean. T hat power 
shook the earth. T hat 
power could 
take this entire audience into the peace 
of the Gospel quicker than you could 
lift 
your 
eyes 
heavenward. Come, 
Holy Ghost! Come, Holy Ghost! He is 
come! He is here! I feel him in my 
heart. There are thousands who feel 
him in their hearts, convicting some, 
saving some, sanctifying some. 
The difference in evangelical useful­ 
ness is not so much a difference in brain. 
in scholarship, or elocutionary gifts, as 
in Holy Ghost power. 
You will not 
have much surprise at 
the 
exthaor- 
dinarv career of d ia rie s G. Finney as a 
soul winner, if you know th a t soon 
after his conversion he had this ex­ 
perience of the Paraclete. He says: 
“As I turned, and was about to take a 
seat by the fire, I received a baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. 
W ithout any expecta­ 
tion of it: without ever having the 
thought in my mind that there was any 
such a thing for me; without any recol­ 
lection th at I had ever heard the thing 
mentioned by any person in the world, 
the Holy Ghost descended upon me in a 
m anner that seemed to go through me, 
body and soul. 
Indeed, it seemed to 
come in waves and waves of liquid love, 
for I could not express it in any other 
way. It seemed like the very breath of 
God. I can recollect distinctly that it 
seemed to fan me like immense wings. 
No words can express the wonderful 
love that was shed abroad in my heart. 
I wept aloud with joy and love. These 
waves came over me. and over me. and 
over me, one after the other, until I re­ 
call I cried out, ‘I shall die if these waves 
continue to 
pass over 
me.’ 
I 
said, 
•Lord, I can not bear any more.’ " 
Now, my hearers, let five hundred of 
us, whether clerical or lay workers, get 
such a divine visitation as that, and we 
could take this world for God before the 
clock of the next century strikes one. 
Iufttance* o f I'ow er. 
How’ m any m arked instances of Holy 
Ghost power! W hen a black trum peter 
took his place in W hitefield^ audience 
proposing to blow the trum pet at a cer­ 
tain point in the service, and put every­ 
thing into derision, somehow he could 
not get the trum pet to his lips and at 
the close of the meeting he sought out 
the preacher and asked for his prayers. 
It was the Holy Ghost. W hat was the 
m atter with Hedley Vicars, the memor­ 
able soldier, when he sat with his Bible 
before him in a tent, and his deriding 
comrades came in and jeered, saying: 
“Turned ilethodist, eh?” And another 
said, “You hypocrite! Bad as you were 
I never thought you would come to this, 
old fellow’." And then he became the 
soldier evangelist, and when a soldier 
in another regiment hundreds of miles 
away telegraphed his spiritual anxieties 
to Hedley Vicars, saying. “W hat shall I 
do?” Vicars telegraphed as thriiling a 
message as ever went over the wires, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved.” 
W hat power was 
being felt? It was the Holy Ghost. 
And w'hat more appropriate? for the 
Holy Ghost is a “tongue of fire,” and 
the electricity that flies along the wires 
is a tongue of fire. 
And that reminds 
me of w hat I might do now. 
From the 
place where I stand on this platform 
there arc Invisible wires or lines of in­ 
fluence stretching to every heart in all 
the seats on the main floor, and up into 
the boxes and gallon s, and there are 
other innumerable wires or lines of in­ 
fluence reaching out from this place 
into the vast beyond, and across con­ 
tinents. and under tile seas, for In my 
recent journey around the world I did 
not find a country where I had not been 
preaching this Gospel for many years 
through the printing press. So as a 
telegraph operator sits or stands at a 
Si ven point, and sends messages in all 
directions, and you only hear the click, 
click, click of the electric apparatus, but 
the telegrams, go on their errand, God 
help me now to touch the right key. and 
send the right message along the right 
wires to the right places! Who shall I 
first call up? 
whom shall I send the 
message? I g o e s I will send the first 
to all the tired, wherever they are, for 
there are so m any tired souls. 
Here 
goes the Christly message. "Come unto 
me all ye who are weary and I will give 
you rest." 
R e c e iv in g th e S p irit o f T rn th . 
Who next shall I call up. 
I guess the 
next message will be to the fatherless 
and widows, and here goes God s mes­ 
sage, “Leave thy fatherless children, I 
will preserve them alive, and let thy 
widows trust In me." Who next shall I 
call up? I guess my next message will 
be to those wrho have burled members 
of their own families, and here it goes, 
“The trum pet shall sound and the dead 
shall rise.” 
Who next shall I call up? 
I guess the next message will be to 
those who think themselves too bad to 
be saved. 
Here it goes, “Let the wicked 
forsake his way and the unrighteous 
m an his thoughts and let him return 
unto the Lord w'ho will have mercy and 
unto our God who will abundantly p a r­ 
don.” Who next shall I call 
up? 
I 
guess it will be those who m ay think 
I have not yet touched 
their 
case. 
Here it goes. “ Whosoever, whosoever, 
whosoever will, let him come." 
And 
now may God turn on all the electric 
power into this gospel battery for the 
last tremendous message, so that it may 
thrill 
through this assemblage, 
and 
through all the earth. Just six words 
will compose the message, and I touch 
the key of this gospel battery just six 
times and the message has gone! Away! 
Away it flies! And the message 
is, 
“Have ye received tho Holy Ghost?” 
T hat is, do you ft-ol his power? H as he 
enabled you to sorrow over a wasted 
life, and take full pardon from 
the 
crucified Christ, and turned your face 
toward the wide open gates of a wel­ 
coming heaven? W~ appeal to thee, 
oil, Holy Ghost, who didst turn 
the 
Philippian jailer, and Saul of Tarsus, 
and Lydia of Thyatira, and helped John 
Bunyan out of darkness when, as ho 
describes it, “Down fell I as a bird shot 
from the top of the tree. into fearful 
despair, but was relieved by the com­ 
fortable words, "The blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth from all 
sin.’ " 
and 
helped John Newton when standing at 
the helm of a ship in the midnight hun i- 
cane, and m ightier than the waves that 
swept the decks came over him 
the 
memory of his blasphemous and licen­ 
tious life, and he cried out, “ My m oth­ 
er’s God have mercy on me!" and helped 
one nearer home, even me. De W itt T al­ 
mage. at about 18 years of age, that 
Sunday night in the lovely village of 
Blawenburg^, 
N. 
J., 
when 
I 
could 
not 
sleep because tho questions of 
eternal 
destiny 
seized 
hold 
of 
me, 
and has helped me ever since to use as 
most expressive of my own feeling: 
Amazing grace! how sweet the sound. 
That saved a wretch like mc! 
I once wras lost, but now* am found. 
W as blind, but now I see. 
Through 
m any 
dangers, 
toils 
and 
snares, 
I have already come; 
Tis grace has brought me safe thus far, 
Ami grace will load me home.
